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MISSION IN CEYLON. 
Joint letter of the Missionaries. 


Tuts letter is dated Jaffua, Aug. 1ith, 1821. 
It begins with an affectionate and somewhat 
fengthened notice of Mrs. Poor, the sub- 
stance of which, from the pen of Mr. Poor, 
has already been presented to our readers. 
She rested from her labors on the 9th of May; 
and after her decease, Mr. and Mrs. Rich- 
ards removed to Tillipatly. 

The ietter then presents a detail of oc, 
currences in relation to Mr, Garrett, whieh. 
were not contained in the last joint letter.— | 
On being refused permiseion to reside on the 
island, Mr. Garreit removed to Negapatam, | 
with the inteation of residing a short time 
with the Rev. T. H. Squance, a Wesleyan 
missionary; but learning that he could remain 
xo where in the possessions of the East Lodia 
Company, without permission from the gev- 
erament, which, on being requested, would 
probably be denied,—he removed to Tranque- 
bar, a Danish settlement, and, since the year 
1705, a station of the Danish Mission College. 
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As we felt much need of a press,—the || 
Missionaries say,—and as a door still ap- | 
peared open to establish one, though at a j; 
distance from us, it became a most serious | 
question with us, whether we should not 
make immediate arrangements to establish 
4mission upon the Coromandel coast. The | 
friendly disposition of the Danish and | 
Dutch power, gave us encouragement to | 
hope, that we might obtain permission to | 
settle within their territories. Far remov- 
ed from those who sent us forth, whose | 
counsel we so much needed, we felt most | 
deeply the importance of taking a prayer- | 
ful view of the subject, before we acted. || 
At an unusually solemn meeting held at |, 
Pandeteripo, on the fourth and fifth of | 

ecember last, and after the most mature 
deliberation, we unanimously resolved, that | 
it was expedient to extend our mission, | 
and form a branch, somewhere upon the | 
djacent continent. And it was further i 
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|| in the printing office. 


resolved, that the brethren Richards and 
Spaulding should, as soon as circumstances 
might admit, proceed to Tranquebar, and, 
if practicable, in conjunction with Mr. 
Garrett, establish themselves at that plece, 
As the number of our missionaries is large, 
compared with the field we occupy, and as 
we had the prospect of much additional 
strength from native preachers and assist- 
ants, we had previously contemplated the 
establistiment of a station, on the neighbor- 
ing continent at some future time, if the 
Board should give us permission. But 
though we wished to extend our mission in 
this way, we by no means felt authorized 
to do it, until pressed by Mr. Garrett’s be- 
ing sent from this island. There was no 
place to which he could go, unless we 
formed a branch to our present mission. 
The case was altogether an extraordinary 
one. We could not wait to hear from the 
Committee at home. We acted, we trust, 
with a regard to the best interests of the 
Redeemer’s kingdom. Agreeably to our 
resolution, the brethren made preparation 
to proceed to ‘T'ranquebar. 


Just as they were ready to go, intelligence 
was received from the brethren at Bombay, 


| that the ill health of Mr. Bardwell had ob- 


liged him to embark for America. Accom- 
paaying this intelligence was an earnest re- 
quest, that Mr. Garrett might be sent to 


|| Bombay, to supply the place of Mr. Bardwell 


With this request the 
brethren in Ceylon thought it their duty to 
comply. After stating the reasons which led - 
to this conclusion, the letter proceeds: 


As it has pleased Providence not to 
grant us our desire in having a press estab- 
lishe . in this mission, we rejoice to say, 
that there are presses to which we can have 
recourse. We could procure tracts and 
the Scriptures printed to as large an extent, 
as we should want. But we are destitute 
of funds. This we regret exceedingly, as 
there are many of the natives, who would 
receive tracts, and parts of the Scriptures, 
Sometimes the whole of the Bible might 
profitably be distributed. As the natives 
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generally can read the written, with more 


facility than the printed character, we could 
distribute tracts, or even parts of the Scrip- 
ture, written upon the ola. In a late ex- 
cursion by one of our members, through a 
number of the parishes of this district, sev- 
eral hundred written tracts were distribut- 
ed. Had we the requisite funds, we might 
avail ourselves to a considerable extent of 
this method of doing good. 

By a recent communication from the 
government of this island, we have re- 
ceived the first notice, that our mission has 
been sanctioned by the British Govern- 
ment. We have reason to be thankful 


that we have the prospect of spending our | 


lives among these perishiag heathen. 
Encouraging prospects of the Mission. 


Hitherto we have been obliged to speak 
of judgments. But in the midst of judg- 
ments the Lord has remembered mercy. 
The prospects of our mission are encour- 
Already have the first fruits from 
among this heathen people been gathered 
in. At Tillipally, on the 22d of April last, 
the two children from the boarding-school, 
(Nathaniel Niles and Jordan Lodge,) were 
baptized, and received as members of the 
church of Christ. The circumstances at- 
tending their reception were interesting. 
There were five candidates for admission, 
of whom two were adults; viz. (besides 
the two above named,) Valu, a schoolmas- 
ter, a man of high cast; Valen, a gardener, 
who is a Covia, or slave; and Porter, a boy 
in the boarding-school. Ofall these, hopes

had been for some time entertained, that | 


they were fit subjects for receiving the or- 
dinances, and meetings were held with 


them, for the purpose of instructing them | 


in relation to a profession of Christianity, 
and to the persecutions which they might 
expect to experience. All of them ap- 
peared wel]. Six or eight days before the 
time appointed for their admission, the 
schoolmaster came to brother Poor in 
much trouble. The relations of his wite 
had come together, and resolved to sepa- 
rate her from him, if he did not relinquish 
his intention of being baptized.

As so many of the little number had fajj, 
ed, it was thought, on the Friday preceding 
the | Sabbath, doubtful whether any w ould 
be received, especially as Jordan, a boy of 
17 years of age, was violently opposed by 
his mother. She came to brother Poor, 
on Saturday morning, overwhelmed with 
grief, saving that she should be forsaken 
| by her friends, if her son were baptized, 
and that she would not cousent to it 
Brother Poor then stated the subject ty 
her, and to her son, as it is presentedin 
the Scriptures, and submitted it to bin, 
whether he would be influenced by the aw. 
thority of Christ, or by that of his mother, 
This was an affecting scene. It afforded, 
striking illustration of the words of our Ss 
vior; ’—“*A man’s foes shall be those of his 
own household.’ Jorden went aside, and 
conversed with his mother on the subject, 
and told her that he was resolved to pro 
fess his faith m Christ. She toid him he 
should never come into her house aguin, 
Jordan’s father, who was absent from home 
at this time, had previously given his con 
sent that his son should be baptized. 

Soon after, Niles, aged 15 years, was 
received as a candidate for baptism, le 
went to his village, to acquaint his friends 
with what he was about todo. He took 
his sister alone, (who is the only ‘near rele 
tion he has,) explained the su bje ct to her, 
and obtained her consent. But when bis 
other friends and neighbors understood the 
they were much displeased. They 
abused Niles, and said that his parents were 
fools for placing him under our care. His 
sister also became opposed to his being 
baptized. Niles was litule affected by this 
opposition. 

It was a very interesting ecene to be 
hold these children, separated from thet 
perishing countrymen, willing to take 
the cross, and bear it after Jesus, Nils 
and Jordan Lodge were baptized by brot 
er Poor. Mr. Chater, Baptist misstonary. 
administered the secrament of the Lore: 
supper. Four or five hundred perso! 
were present, a greater part of whom wet

One of the boys attached to the board- 
ing school at Pandeteripo, made a profes- 
sion of his faith in Christ on the 10th of 
this month. His name is P. M. Whelpley. 
He is 16 years of age. His father was for- 
merly a Catholic. In consequence of his 
committing his children to the care of Pro- 
testauts, he has been excluded from the 


Catholic communion. He appeared en- | 


tirely willing that his son should joim us. 
This boy received his first religious impres- 
sions at Tillipally, two years ago; and gives 
pleasing evidence of piety.* 

Itis with devout thankfulness that we 
state, that from the time of sister Poor’s 
death, the Lord seems to have been oper-

By a letter dated. Nov. 24th, and signed by 
ali the missionaries, (enclosed in which was 
one to the American Bible Society, earnestly 
requesting aid in purchasing the Tamul Scrip- 
tures,) it appears that Mr. Woodward, in 
consequence of a severe indisposition of some 
months continuanee, was advised, by his 
brethren, to try the effects of a voyage. Ac- 
cordingly he sailed, on the 12th of Septem- 
ber, for Madras, where he was kindly receiv- 
ed into the house of the Rev. Mr. Traveller, 
missionary of the London Society. On the 
28ih, he embarked in the ship Woodford, 
©apt. Chapman, for Calcutta. Mr. Wood- 
ward notices a pleasing series of providenees, 
which attended him from Madras. The cap- 
tain generously declined taking any thing for 
his passage. ‘Fhe Rev. William Ward, lately 
in this country, and then on his way to Ser- 
ampore, was his fellow-passenger. He had, 
also, the company of Dr. Hare, a distinguish- 
ed medical gentleman of Calcutta, to whose 
skill and attentions, under God, be attributes 
the preservation of his life. After a eareful 
examination of his whole case, Dr. Hare pro- 
nounced his disorder not to be the liver com- 
plaint, as had been all along supposed by the 
different physicians consulted; and prescribed 
accordingly, and with a good measure of suc- 
cess. On his arrival at Caicutta, he was re- 
ceived into the family of Mr. Jones, who re- 
eently married the widow of the late Rev. 
Mr. Wheelock, Baptist missionary from this 
country, where he was cordially entertained; 
—and on the 24th of December was about 
to sail for Madras, with Capt. Meore of Phila- 
delphia, who had offered hire a free passage. 

The following is the closing part of Mr. 
Woodward’s last letter from Caleutta, written 
in December.—“*When my thoughts recur to 
Ceylon, I long to be there to witness the sal- 
vation of Ged, with which I believe the peo- 
ple are visited. My heart has been greatly 
rejoiced to learn, by a letter from Mrs. 
Woodward, that two girls in our school at 
'Fillipally, who for some time have given evi- 
dence of piety, are actively engaged in the 
blessed work—going from house to house 
with the good riews in their hands—reading to 
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and instructing the poor degraded females 
and testifying repentance toward God,and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ. Could you, my 
dear Sir, look at our mission, and see all the 
encouragement, which God has given us, yoy 
would then know with how much emphasj 
we can each say,—‘for thou, Lord, hast mae 
me glad through thy work.’ ” 

We lezrn that Mrs. Woodward’s health 
had been for some months feeble; but, at tl. 
latest date, was somewhat improved. M,. 
and Mrs. Seudder had been called to hy 
another child,—the third, whose remax 
they have deposited in a land of strangen, 
The health of Mr. Richards, was less favor. 
ble than formerly; though there is no intim. 
tion, that he is threatened with speedy dissolv 
tion. The rest of their number were in th 
enjoyment of usual health. 


EXTRACTS FROM MR. POOR’S JOURNAI 
AT TILLIPALLY. 


Nov. 1, 1820. Several applications have 
been made to me of late to establish 
schools. But the want of funds, and o 
suitable assistants to superintend schools, 
prevents me from increasing the number. 
At present, I have eleven schools unde 
my care. 

5. Sabbath. Ia compliance with an it- 
vitation from H. G. Speldwinde, Esq, 
sitting magistrate at Mallagum, | preached, 
for the first time, in the bungalow, it 
which his court is held. For severd 
months previous to this, we held a mom 
ing service on the Sabbath, at our schoo 
bungalow in that place. Mr. Speldwinde's 
disposition to encourage the natives to at- 
tend our preaching, will, doubtless, be

26. Met the several missionaries in the 
district of Oodooville, to aid in forming 
a society for the purpose of mutually as- 
sisting each other m acquiring a knowl- 
edge of the Tamul language, and of at- 
tending to other objects connected with 
this. Have been engaged for several days 
past, in the monthly examination of my 
schools. 

April 2. Prevented by Mrs. Poor’s ill 
health from attending the monthly concert 
for prayer. Held a season of prayer with 
five natives, whom [ think soon to receive 
as members of our church. They. are, 
Ebenezer Porter, Jordan Lodge, and Na- 
thaniel Niles, three boys belonging to our 
boardimg-school,—Valu, a schoolmaster, 
and Valen, our gardener. 

3. Committed the school at Mallagum 


4 to the care of the brethren at Oodooville. 


5. Favored with a visit of several days 
from brother Chater. We consider it a 
pleasing proof of the sincere friendship and 
affection, which exist between him and the 
members of our mission, that he has been 
induced to pass several weeks at our sta- 
tions. We have evidence in his case, that 
the heaviest afflictions may become the 
most effectual means of preparing the 
Christian for usefulness, and of experienc- 
ing the highest pleasure he can obtain, 
before he enters upon his inheritance above. 

10. Met the candidates for admission to 
the church; read and explained to them 
our views of faith and the covenant. Most 
of them have been strongly urged by their 
friends to relinquish their intention of being 
baptized. They appear to be unshaken 
in their resolution to make an open pro- 
fession of their faith in Christ. I stated to 
them, from the word of God, the nature 
and degree of opposition, for which their 
minds should be prepared. The subject 
of receiving these persons into the chureh, 
is deeply interesting. Havmg some knowl- 
edge of the native character, and foresee- 
ing some of the sad consequences that 
would ensue, should they apostatize from 
the faith, I rejoice with much trembling. 

17. Again met the candidates for bap- 
tism. Conversed particularly with each of 
them respecting his views and feelings in 
making a profession of Christianity. Their 
conversation and general deportment are 
encouraging. Niles gave an account of his 
visit to his friends. 


[Mr. Poor proceeds to give some account 
of this visit; and also of the fears of Valen 
and Valu, and the impropriety in Porter’s 
conduct, which led to a postponement of theix 
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reception into the church. As the substance 
of these passages is contained in the preced- 
ing joint letter, we omit them. } 


Mr. Poor admonishes three ef the candi- 
dates. 


20. This evening, in addressing Valu, 
Valen, and Porter, I endeavored to bring 
to their view the meconsistency and dan- 
gerous consequences of their conduct, and 
told them they had given proof, that they 
were not proper persons to be received 
into the church of Christ. They have sev- 
eral times requested, in the course of the 
last eighteen months, that they might 
have opportunity to obey the commands of 
Christ, by publicly professing their faith in | 
him. Judging from their conduct, as well | 
as from their conversation, | have indulged | 
favorable hopes concerning them. But, as | 
I ever had many fears on the subject of re- 
ceiving persons to our Communion, it has 
been my earnest desire and prayer, that 
God, in his providence, would make the 
path of duty very plain, before any were 
united to us. The consideration that this 
exhibition of character, which has now 
been made, may be in answer to my re- 
quest, has tended greatly to quiet my mind 
under the disappointment. After convers- 
ing with the three persons here mentioned, | 
I asked Jordan Lodge and Niles, whether | 
they also wished to be excused. They | 
replied in the negative, and appeared to | 
be firmly resolved to obey the commands 
of Christ. This answer was unexpected, 
as they were younger than the others, and, 
I supposed, looked to them for encourage- 
ment. I told them, from the word of 
God, the nature of the opposition, and the 
consolation they might expect, if they 
were, in truth, the disciples of Christ. I 
did not, however, expect that either of 
them would remain steadfast to his pur- 
pose. 

21. In the afternoon, brother and sister 
Scudder came to spend the Sabbath with 
us. On the night following, some strange 
noises were heard around the house. About 
midnight, there was a sudden and very 
Joud cry of the boys in the bungalow. We 
went immediately to them, and were told 
that a tall man had presented himself at 
their window, whom they distinctly saw, 
as it was bright moonlight. They were 
doubtless the more alarmed, in conse- 
quence of two cloths having been stolen 
from them, a few days before, while they 
were asleep.

Even a hasty survey of 
missionary stations must convince any one, 
that the want of due attention to this sub- 
ject, has occasioned most serious loss to 
the missionary cause.

Four thousand men are constantly employ- 
ed as soldiers, to man the bulwarks, and 
patrol the streets. ‘The streets are rather 
narrow, entirely paved,and perfectly clean. 


, You may walk about the city by day, or 


by night, as safely as in Boston. The 
houses are spacious and lofty. 

There are only three entrances into the 
city, which are by means of draw-bridges; 
and these are drawn up every night at 
eleven o’clock, and thus prevent the en- 
trance or departure of any one till the next 
morning. 

The Catholics, Mr. Wilson informs me, 
are extremely bigotted, and entirely under 
the influence of the priests. They dare 
not keep Bibles in their houses,—for that 
is a sin, which must be confessed to the 
priests, and then the sacred treasure must 
be brought forth and burnt.

This last exercise has been recently adopt- 
ed in the school, and is attended with 
much promise of future good. An Indian 


| Was present, who came about 40 miles to 


visit us, bringing two large boys, whom he 
wished to place in the school. But, as the 
boys, who have not yet returned since va- 
cation, will about complete our number of 
scholars, and as his boys were large, we 
declined receiving them. He, however, 
was very importuaate, particularly for one 
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of them, who was his own son; and told 
us, if we would instruct him, he would en- 
gage that the son should be obedient to us 
in every respect. After earnest entreaty, 
on the part of the parent and child, and 
much consultation among the brethren of 
the mission, we finally concluded to re- 
ceive the boy. On hearing the result, they 
both manifested a joy well suited to the 
occasion. But, the same day, we were 
obliged to refuse two other large boys, for 
the want of more fellow laborers. 


More laborers needed. 

2. Our pressing need of more assistant 
missionaries, was made a subject of con- 
versation and prayer. While together, we 
resolved to request the Prudential Com- 
mittee to send to this station such fellow- 
helpers, as can aid us in Our most impor- 
tant Jabors:—viz. a blacksmith, a shoemak- 
er, who is also a tanner and currier, a 
tailor or tailoress, a cook, two farmers, a 
house-carpenter and joiner, an evangelist, 
anda physician. Great expense is incur- 
red, and great inconvenience suffered from 
the want of the above persons. 

4. This morning the painful intelligence 
was brought to us, that Capt. Levi Perry, 
one of our neighbors, was murdered, about 
two miles from us, by an Indian, in the 
night. As near as we can learn, this is 
one of the sad effects of whiskey. About 
noon, the murderer, without trying to es- 
cape, or make any resistance, was killed. 


Instances of serious inquiry. 


6. Sabbath. A blessed day to our souls. 
Our meetings here have been solemn. 
Stillness and tears have been observable. 

7. This morning we hear the cry from 
sinners, ‘*‘What shall we do to be saved?” 
A hired man is in much distress of mind. 
This is also one of the good days for the 
concert of prayer. Did our friends know, 
that a few precious souls here are awak- 
ened to a sense of their danger, we trust 
they would have union and fervor of soul 
in praying for the mission at Elliot. I has 
been refreshing for us to plead with God, 
that his Son may possess this heathen land 
as his own inheritance. 

10. Our mason left us, this morning, in 
great distress of mind. His hands and 
voice trembled, from a sense of his danger, 
as he parted from us. 

i2. Three hired men have just arrived 
from Mayhew. About sunset, brother Kings- 
bury came to us, and we joyfully welcom- 
ed him once more to our house. 

13. Sabbath. Brother Kingsbury preach- 
ed at this place, and brother Bardwell and 
Byington went to Capt. Trumbull’s. 

16.. Two house-joiners left us this morn- 
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ing. One of them, a native of Ireland, we 


hope, has become a sincere and humble 
follower of the Lord Jesus, during his short

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would be the gate of heaven for people of 
a foreign nation. 

19. Eight scholars returned. No satis. 
factory reason was given for their late re- 
turn to school. Parents have not yet learn. 
ed the importance of punctuality in send- 
ing their children to us. About sunset we 
were gladdened by the arrival of brothers 
Jewell and Pride. Brother Pride has come 
to reside with us a while, that he may 
learn the Choctaw language. 

20. This was a good Sabbath to our 
souls. We have been allowed again to com- 
memorate the dying love of the Lord Jesus. 

21, This morning brother Howes left us 
to go to the Hills, in order to bring up our 
supplies. Our blacksmith left us this morn- 
ing. We have no one at present to work 
in the shop. Often have our necessities 
reminded us of our dear brother Fisk. May 
the Lord, ere long, provide one to fill his 
place in this mission. 


Names apprapriated to Children. 


22. As provision has been made, by 
generous individuals and associations, for 
the support of a number of our dear chil- 
dren, we have selected a number, and 
named them agreeably to the wishes of 
their benefactors. To a little girl, sup- 
ported by the Heathen School Society in 
Charleston, 8S. C., we gave the name of 
Eliza Beach. To several boys we gave the 
following names, furnished by their pat- 
rons;—James Patterson, supported by a Fe- 
male Benevolent Society in Philadelphia; 
Robert Thacher, by William Thacher and 
Sarah Jewell, Philadelphia; Jesse Apple- 
ton, by a Juvenile Benevolent Society, 
Brunswick, Me.; Daniel Dana, by the El- 
liot Society, Newburyport, Mass.; William 
Hollingshead, by Mrs. C. Neil, Charles- 
ton, S.C.; and Joshua B. Lawrence, by J. 
B. L. Salem, Mass. We also gave the 
name of our late much beloved brother, 
Aries V. Williams, to another little boy. 

We trust, that the friends, to whom 
these names are dear, will never forget 
these children, on whom they have now 
been bestowed by us. 

24. Brother Kingsbury left us this morn- 
ing to return to Mayhew. Our prayer to 
God is, that he may long live to make 
known a Savior’s love, and see happy 
fruits of his labors. 


Employments of the Children, . 


Feb. 2. Have been actively employed: 
this week, in our various labors. The boy* 
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are clearing land, culling firewood, split- 
ting rails, &c. Brother Smith is ay 
to enclose a field of 15 or 18 acres. Broth- 
er Jewell is employed in completing two 
log dwelling houses. Our schools are in a 
prosperous state. The children gratify. us 
by theic industry in manual labor, and by 
a regular attention to their books. When 
at leisure, they generally have some book 
in their hands, and this book is commonly 
the Bible. A man here, by the name of 
Dyer, is quite sick, He came to avail him- 
self of brother Pride’s aid as a physician. 

3. Sabbath. This morning Mr. Dyer 
expired very suddenly. Brother Jewell at- 
tended a meeting at Capt. Trumbull’s, 
Our exercises, we trust, have-been merci- 
fully blessed to our own souls. In the af- 
ternoon, commenced a Sabbath school in 
the school house. Heretofore, the children 
bave been invited to our private rooms. 

4. Inthe afternoon, attended the fune- 
ralof Mr. Dyer. In the evening, observed 
the concert of prayer, when the Lord ap- 
peared to be near us. 


9. Had a very pleasant prayer meeting. | 


Two of our hired men continue serious. One 
of them appears te be truly penitent. We 
hope, with trembling, concerning him. 

10. Sabbath. An Indian chief passed 


the sabbath with us, and appeared to be) 


much interested in the imstruction, which 
was given him about the Lord Jesus. 

11. Another Indian from a considerable 
distance, called upon us, and, in company 
with the chief, visited both the schools. 
Each of them was highly pleased. 

16. Tus-eam-i-ub-by, an aged chief, and 
his son, called upon us and visited the 
school, to which he is a true friend. We 
had considerable conversation with them 
on the subject of religion; and were grati- 
ied to witness the interest, with which 
they listened tous. Just before they left 
us, we asked them how they felt about 
what they had heard. They replied, that 
they must go soon, but would be glad to 
hear more from us on the same subject. 
When our conversation ended, they took 
us by the hand, called us friends and broth- 
ers, and bade us farewell. 


A pleasing incident. 


In the evening, brother Wood mentioned 








‘everal incidents, which occurred during | 
his journey, illustrative of the attachment | 


of the Choctaws to the missionary breth- 
ren, and of their extreme anxiety to hear 
more about the religion of Christ. The 
following will be interesting. When riding 
on the great road, from David Folsom’s to 
brother Williams’s house, he came to a 
little toll bridge. Some children put up 
the bars to prevent his passing, and an 
indian stepping up, said, “*money, money.” 













| with children, visited by the heathen, and 
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Brother Wood then directed bis interpre- 
ter to tell the Indian, that he was a mis- 
sionary from Elliot, &c. When he heard 
this, he was quick and loud in saying, in 
his own language, **Money ik shoo ik gub 
un no.” **Money, none at all, I don’t 
want.” Brother Wood then asked him, if 
he knew any thing about God; he said Mr. 
Williams had told him a little, but he wish- 
ed to learn more. Thus the Lord ap- 
pears to point out these heathen as chosen 
vessels of mercy, 

18. ‘This morning, brother Dyer left us 
to go to Mayhew, to attend to some of our 
business there, and to establish his health, 
which is feeble. In the afternoon several 
of the natives came, and gave good atten- 
tion to the religious instruction, which was 
offered them. When heaven was describ- 
ed, one man wished to know if he was go- 
ing there; this afforded us a good opportu- 
nity to describe to him the true character 
of Christians. The people thanked us for 
what we told them. 

We record but few of the many instan- 
ces, which occur, of a willing and grateful 
attention to divine truth; and these we re- 
cord as a proof of God’s favor, and an ani- 
mating reason why we may hope hereafter 
for a blessed harvest of souls; and also as 
a reason, why some one should be set apart 
to the blessed work of visiting their dwell- 
ings, and making known a Savior. 


Suceessful labors of the boys. 


20. This day the boys, under brother 
Bardwell’s care, completed the ehopping 
on the new field containing 15 or 18 acres. 
Thiswork has been almost entirely perform- 
ed by about 30 boys, who, in addition, have 
split many rails, rolled up logs into heaps, 
and cut nearly all the firewood, which we 
have used this winter. We feel very much 
encouraged, by our present success, to 
hope that much may be done here on mis- 
sion ground, to meet our ordinary ex- 
penses. 

23. Had a pleasing interview with a 
young man, who was desirous of entering 
our school. His importunity would hardly 
suffer a denial. 

24, Sabbath. This day has been a pre-~ 
cious one. Some Choctaw and several 
black people were here. At noon, an ex- 
cellent opportunity was offered and improv- 
ed for the brethren and sisters to take these 
ignorant, but precious souls, to their rooms, 
and teach them the way of life. It is, in- 
deed, good to be here; some of our laborers 
and a few of our scholars, appear to be 
more thoughtful than they have been. The 
Lord is waiting, as we hope, in mercy and 
love. Far different is our present situation, 
in the enjoyment of health, surrounded 
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smiled upon by heaven; from what it was 
last faJl and summer, when our children 
were dispersed, and ourselves laid on beds 
of sickness. We are among the most favor- 
ed and happy, though most unworthy ser- 
vants of the Lord. 

26. Had further conversation with the 
young man mentioned in our journal of the 
23d. He is as ardently desirous of obtain- 
ing an education, as ever. We think we 
must not send him away, and have finally 
concluded to let him remain and work with 
some of the brethren; hoping the Lord will 
make plain the path of our duty. A half- 
breed came to-day, wishing to place a son 
in school. He offered to give us a cow and 
calf, if we would receive him; but we were 
obliged to tell him, as we have cther per- 
sons who have come with the same request. 


Interview with the parents of several chil- 
dren, 


March 3. This Sabbath has been very 
interesting to our souls, The parents of 
some of the children were with us. To 
them we mage known a Savior, in our pri- 
vate interviews with them. They appeared 
to be interested, and told us they were glad 
to hear us, and wished all the Choctaws 


knew what we had told them. They inquir- } 


ed of us if they could pray in the Choc- 

taw language; ifthey might call God ‘‘our | 
Father;”? and they wished us to tell them 

what they must pray for. Truly here is a 

field for an Evangelist. 

4. When our Choctaw friends left us this 
morning, taking us by the hand, they said, 
‘We have seen our children; all is good. 
Weare glad, and shall go home and sleep 
sound.”? Soon after, a Choctaw, who had 
heard us say a little about God yesterday, 
came to a room where some of us had just 
risen from prayer, to know more about 
God. He said he had thought about that, 
which we had told him, and had come to 
hear more. Oh! that the friends of the Re- 
deemer would pray more fervently. Soon 
might our walls be salvation, and our gates 
praise. 


Reception of girls into the School. 


5. A little girl was brought to us, to be 
received into the school. As the number 
of girls is small, and more can be accom- 
modated in their school-room, we gladly 
received her. 

7. Another little girl the Lord has this 
day put into our bands. The Choctaws 

“are too indifferent to the education of their 
‘ daughters, while they are all alive to that 
of their sons. Hence, we especially re- 
joice, when the girls are offered. We 


have now sixteen of them in school, under 
the care of sister Thacher. They make 
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good progress in their studies, and, by their 
a deportment, much endear themselves 
to all our hearts. They are a precious lit. 
tle circle of children, and we doubt not 
but all our friends take pleasure in com- 
mending them to God. 

9. This afternoon we heard from our 
keel boat. It is but a few miles down 
the river. 

11. Consulted upon the propriety of ob- 
serving a day for fasting and special prayer, 
Our situation seems urgently to require 
that such a season be observed. Many in 
our family have been awakened, and some 
of our children have been, and still are se- 
rious. But we are often called to weep, 
by seeing our fondest hopes blasted or de- 
layed. We feel the urgent necessity oi 
more importunate prayer for the descent 
of the Holy Spirit. 








AMERICAN INDIANS. 


JOURNEY AMONG THE CHOCTAWS, CHICK- 
ASAWS, AND CHEROKEES. 


(Continued from p. 153.) 


WE now bring to aclose our extracts from 
Mr. Hodgson’s account of his journey.— 
From the Choctaw nation, where we left him 
in our last number, he proceeded to the coun- 
try of the Chickasaws. Our limits constrain 
us to pass over the notices, which he made 
while passing through this nation of Indians. 
Those of our readers, however, who have a 
taste for the deseriptive, will understand why 
we insert the following paragraph, which was 
written as he was crossing the line, which sep- 
arates the present territory of the Chickasaws 
from their last cession to the United States. 


At night, we slept in the woods; and, 
in the morning, crossed Bear Creek, a 
beautiful romantic river. 
ther, we came to the summit of a hill, from 
which we had an extensive view of the 
country below us. The surface was broken 
into lofty ridges, among which a river 
wound its course: and the mass of forest, 
which lay between us and a very distant 
horizon, exhibited no trace of animated ex- 
istence, but a solitary cabin and one patch 
of Indiancorn. The view of this bound- 
less solitude was naturally a sombre one; 
but, to us, emerging into light from the re- 
cesses of thick woods, in which, for many 
days, our eyes had seldom been able to 
range beyond a narrow circle of a few hun- 
dred yards, it imparted sensations of cheer- 
fulness which it would be difficult “to de- 
scribe. Not that we were tired of the 
wilderness, The fragrance of the woods, 
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A few miles fur- 
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which enveloped us in a cool] shade, and 
the melody of their warbling tenants, re- 
aled the senses with a perpetual feast: 
while the gambols of the squirrels, the coo- 
ing of the doves, the variety of large snakes 
which often crossed our path, birds with 
the richest plumage which we had seen only 
jn museums, and, above all, the magnifi- 
cent forest-trees which here attain their 
largest growth—all presented an unfailing 
succession of objects to interest and amuse 
us. The delicious climate also of the state 
of Mississippi gave to the morning and 
evening hours an ethereal charm, which 
some of your readers -will understand: to 
others, no description would convey any 
definite ideas, where the reality would 
make a faint and feeble impression:— 


They know not how the deep’ning trees, 
Dark glens, and shadowy rocks, can please, 
The morning blush, the smile of even; 
What trees, and lawns, and mountains mean, 
The dying gale, the breathing scene, 
The midnight calm, the whisp’ring heav’n- 


Besides, there is something so soothing in 
the retirement of these vast solitudes, that 
the mind is, at first, unwilling to be dis- 
turbed in its reveries, and to awaken from 
the deep, and, perhaps, unprofitable mus- 
ings into which it has suffered itself to be 
lulled. Yet, although it would shrink from 
the glare of a day-light which would sum- 
mon it to its ordinary cares, and would 
start back from a sudden introduction into 
the din and bustle of a jarring world, it is 
refreshed by looking abroad on the face of 
nature, and is delighted to revive ils sym- 
pathies with the rational creation, of which 
it forms a part, by glancing on the distant 
confines of civilized life. 


Having previously learned, that his journey |, 
would not be extended by visiting the mis- |) 


sionary station among the Cherokees, Mr. 
Hodgson proceeded through Ajabama aud 
East Tennessee, to Brainerd. 


It is not my intention to swell your pages 
by dwelling on this part of my route, in- 
teresting as it was to myself: I will only 
observe, that, in passing through the north- 
ern part of Alabama, I was particularly 
struck with the rapidity with which it has 
been settled, It is litthe more than two 
years Since these public lands were sold. 
At that time not a tree was felled; and now 


the road is skirted with beautiful fields of |, 


cotton and Indian corn, from 80 to 120 
miles in extent. Whenever I inquired, 
which I seldom failed to do as often as I 


stopped, I found that there were schools |} 
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and opportunities for public worship within 
& convenient distance. 


1 was gratified by ii 
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receiving the same information throughout 
East Tennessee. 

In passing the Cumberland, Racoon, and 
Look-out mountains, we were delighted 
with a succession of romantic scenery— 
sometimes exhibiting the extended outline 
of a Highland prospect; at others, pre- 
senting many of the interesting features of 
a home view, in the neighborhood of Win- 
dermere or Keswick. 

At the foot of the Cumberland motn- 
tains we slept in a solitary hut, where we 
found a neat old woman, of 70 or 80 years 
of age, very busily engaged in spinning. 
A young clergyman, who had been visiting 
Brainerd, was also driven in by heavy rain; 
and his offers to conduct family worship 
were thankfully accepted by our hostess 
and her son. 


He arrives at Brainerd. 


We reached Brainerd early on the first 


'of June, and remained till the following 


morning. The manner of proceeding was 


_ so similar to that at Eljiot, that it is unne- 


cessary to describe it. Indeed, this insti- 
tution was originally formed by some of the 
missionaries, who afterward went on to 
establish the settlement at Elliot. 

The number of Cherokee children 
amounted to about 80; and, in addition to 
these, were two little Osage Indians, who 
had been rescued from captivity by benev- 
olent interference. One of them was a 
little girl, whose owner, at the time she 
was found, was carrying the scalps of her 
father and mother. He was induced to 
part with her for about 30/. generously ad- 


_ vanced for her ransom by a lady at New 
| Orleans. 


Her simple tale of sufferings, was 
a long and melancholy one, and the little 
boy’s constitution was nearly broken by. 
ill usage.* 

I was informed here, that many of the 
Indians evinced, at first, an indisposition 


| to labor in the field, especially as the fe- 


males were entirely exempted from the 
task: but they soon acquiesced; and ex- 
hibited, on this occasion, the dociiity and 
good humor, of which their teachers (per- 


_haps with excusable partiality) represent 


them as possessing a more than common - 
share. One of the chiefs offered to find a 
slave who should work all day, if the mis- 
sionaries would excuse his son frem agricul- 
tural labor between school hours; but he 
was easily convinced of his mistake, and 
apologized for his ill-judged request.

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I was much gratified by hearing the chil- 
dren sing the Cherokee hymns: and ma- 
ny ancient prophecies came forcibly to my 
recollection, when joining, in this Indian 
country, with Americans, Indians, and Af- 
ricans, in singing the following verse of one 
of our hymns:— 


Let every nation, every tribe, 
On this terrestrial ball, 

To Him full majesty aseribe, 
And crown him Lord of ull. 


Some negroes attended family prayer; 
and many come from a considerable dis- 
tance to public worship, on Sunday. I 
was told, indeed, that there were instances 
of their walking 20 miles over the moun- 
tains, and returning the same day. 


Reflections on the Indian Missions. 


What animation would an occasional 
glance at Elliot or Brainerd infuse into our 
Missionary Committees! and how cheering 
to many a pious collector of one shilling 
per week, would be the sight of her Indian 
sisters, rescued from their degraded condi- 
tion, and instructed in the school of Christ! 
What,though we are but the hewers of wood 
or drawers of water for our more honored 
and enterprising brethren; our humble la- 
bors, feeble and desultory as they are, and 


their efficiency is much impaired, are still 
a link in the chain of human agency, by 
which God is pleased to accomplish His 
urposes of mercy to a fallen world. 
With respect tothe degree, in which the 
efforts of the missionaries have already been 
successful, in reference to the spiritual in- 
terests of their heathen brethren, they do 
not expect the harvest, when only begin- 
ning to break up the soil. They are aware, 
also, that, in a subject in which their hopes 
and fears are so sensibly alive, they are in 
danger of being misled by very equivocal 
symptoms; and even where they believe 
that they discern the fairest promise, they 
shrink from the idea of blazoning forth to 
the world, as decisive evidence of conver- 
sion, every favorable indication ofa change 
of heart. Still, however, even in this re- 
spect, and at this early stage of their exer- 
tions, they have the gratification of believ- 
ing that their labor has not been in yain. 
Soon after leaving Brainerd, I crossed 
the river Tennessee, which here forms the 
boundary of the Cherokee nation. 


~ Reflections on the State and Prospects of 


the Indians. 


I now bade a last adieu to Indian terri- 
tory; and, as I pursued my solitary ride 
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train of melancholy reflections on the events 
ful history of this injured race. 

Sovereigns, from time immemorial, of the 
interminable forests which overshadow thic 
vast continent, they have gradually been 
driven, by the white usurpers of their sojj, 
| within the limits of their present precarioys 
| possessions. One after another of their fa. 
| vorite rivers has been reluctantly abandon- 
| ed, until the range of the hunter is bound. 
| ed by lines prescribed by his invader, and 
the independence of the warrior is no more, 
Even their present territory is partitioned 
out in reversion; and intersected with the 
prospective boundaries of surrounding 
states, which appear in the maps, as if In- 
dian title were actually extinguished, and 
these ancient warriors were already driven 
from the land of their fathers. 

Of the innumerable tribes, which, a few 
centuries since, roamed, fearless and inde- 
pendent, in their native forests, how many 
have been swept into oblivion, and are with 
the generations before the flood! Of others, 
not a trace remains but in tradition, or in 
the person of some solitary wanderer, the 
last of his tribe, who hovers like a ghost 








| among the sepulchres of his fathers—a 


spark still faintly glimmering in the ashes 
of an extinguished race. 





From this gloomy review of the past his- 
tory of these injured tribes, it was refresh- 


; ; ll ine t turn to their fut spects; ¢ 
ever attended by imperfections, by which |! .> 7 o their future prospects; and to 


contemplate those missionary labors, which, 
under the blessing of God, are arresting the 
progress of that silent waste, by which they 
were fading rapidly from the map of na- 
tions. Partial success, indeed, had follow- 
ed the occasional efforts of the American 
government for the civilization of the In- 
dians, but it was reserved for the perse- 
verance of disinterested Christian love, to 
prove, to the world at large, the practica- 
bility of an undertaking which had ofter 
been abandoned in despair. 

Moral obstacles, which had bid defiance 
to worldly policy or interested enterprise, 
are yielding to a simple confidence in the 
promises of God, and a faithful compli- 
ance with the divine commands—Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the Gospel 
to every creature. Christians, of different 
denominations, are sending laborers to the 
task; and it is animating, indeed, to con- 
template the United States—in the name, 
as it were, and as the representative of the 
various nations who have participated in 
| the wrongs inflicted on this injured race— 
| preparing to offer the noblest compensation 
‘tn their power, and to diffuse the Gospel 
_ throughout the aborigines of this western 
| world. 

And, surely, if any arguments were ne- 
| cessary in support of missions, in addition 
to those derived from the force of divine

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charity, we should find them in the history 
of the early intercourse of Christian Eu- 
rope with Asia, Africa; and America. Or 
if, viewing the wide range and growing en- 
ergies of British missions, a deep sense of 
our defective efforts should at any time be 
insufficient to repress every feeling of self- 
complacence, we have but to recollect how 
large a portion of the past labors of our 
missionaries has been consumed, in eradi- 
eating the vicious habits which we have 
introduced into some heathen nations, or 
in dispelling the prejudices which our in- 
consistent conduct has diffused through 
others. 

It is not in our naval, our military, or our 
commercial character, that we have as yet 
appeared generally as a blessing to benight- 
ed nations. Itis not when we press into 
the wars of Christians, the tomahawk or 
scalping-knife of the Indians—it is not 
when, deluging his country with spirituous 
liquors in the prosecution of an unequal 
traffic, we send forth a moral pestilence, 
before which the frail virtues of the savage 
fall, like the dry leaves of his forests in 
the blasts of autumn—it is not when thus 
engaged, that we either conciliate his af- 
fections, or elevate his moral tone. The 
men who fertilize the moral wilderness and 
evangelize the heathen world, are animated 
by a higher spirit than the desire of con- 
quest, or the lure of gain—by the spirit of 
our Marsdens, our Careys, our Buchanans, 
and eur Henry Martyns. These are the 
men, who, at once the benefactors of their 
species, and the representatives of Cbrist- 
ian Britain, secure for their native country 
the veneration of far distant tribes, while 
preaching on their mountains the glad tid- 
ings of salvation, or filling their valleys with 
hymns of praise. 

The time, I hope, will come, when not 
our missionaries only, but our naval and 
military commanders, our soldiers, our sail- 
ors, and our merchants, will all carry with 
them to every country where they hoist 
the British flag, unequivocal demonstra- 
tions that they come from a Christian land; 
and it is animating, indeed, to regard our 
colonial establishments, our extended com- 
merce, and our vast marine, as instruments, 
in the hands of Providence, to prepare 
paths for our missionaries, and to subserve 
that sacred cause in which they count not 
even their lives dear. 
lu that cause, it is scarcely possible to 
%€ neutral. The question of missions is 
How brought home to every breast; and the 
influence of individual opinion on the social 
and domestic circle, carries into the most 
retired situations an awful responsibility, 
as to the decisions which may be formed, 
and the sentiments which may be express- 
td, on a subject so deeply affecting the 
highest interests of the human race.

MISSION AT THE SANDWICH 
ISLANDS. 


AFTER the preceding sheet was struck off, we 
received, by the ship Arab, Capt. Lewis, the 


journal of this mission down to May 2, 1821, 


and several letters from different members of 
the mission. The same day, the arrival of 
the Globe, Capt. Gardiner, brought to us a 
continuation of the journal to Nov. 12th, and 
two additional letters. We shall be unable to 
insert, in this number, any part of the jour- 
nal,—which gives a decidedly encouraging 
view of the mission;—and must conteat our-

from several of the letters. 


LETTER EBOM MESSRS. WHITNEY AND RUG- 
GLES TO THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY, 


Atooi, Feb. 1821. 
Rev. and dear Sir, 

By the ship Volunteer, Capt. Bennett of 
Boston, we sent a joint letter to the Treas- 
urer of the Board, dated Nov. 21,1820. Since 
then we have had no opportunity of commu- 
nicating till the present time. We are now 


|| happy to tell you, that the hand of our cove- 


nant God is still stretched eut for our protec- 
tion, comfort, and usefulness. The king and 
people, generally continue to be pleased with 
our object, and appear to be gratetul that we 
have been sent among them. Owing to ana- 
tive dance, which has been held on the island 
for some months past, our adult scholars 
have fallen off. Three of our children have 
left, on account of ill health. There are now 
somewhat over thirty. Five of these begin 
to read a little; twenty spell words of two 
syllables; and the remainder, with one excep- 
tion, words of one syllable. They can repeat 
part of the ten commandments, and several 
select passages of Scripture, in their own 
language. It is indeed a promising school, 
and our hopes with respect to the scholars 
are great. Tren of these children live in eur 
family. The girls we have furnished with 
one suit of clothes each; but the boys will be 
in great want of garments, till supplies can 
be sent us, 

Should any of our Christian friends wish to 
name a heathen child and support it in our 
family, their wishes can be complied with, 
should they send us cloth, or garments ready 
made, sufficient for its use, as we are at no 
expense whatever in providing food. Cloth 
would be preferred, as our little girls can al- 








ready sew tolerably well, and we wish them 
to improve, and be kept from idleness. 





Of late, we have made some advances in 
horticulture; and can have through the year, 
most of the American vegetables, besides oth- 
ers common tothe islands. We have manu- 
factured some sugar, and the greater part of 
the molasses which we have used since our ar- 
rival. 

Our progress in the language has not been 
rapil, bat sach as with perseverance will en- 
sure success. Weare blessed with the pri- 
vilege of quietly attending our publie and pri- 
vate duties, and have hoped that ere long, the 
light of the blessed Sabbath, will dawn on this 
benighted island. ‘Tamoree has assured us of 
his willingness to keep that sacred day, and 
that he wishes only for the approbation of 
Reho-reho. John Honooree is now with us, 
by whose assistance we are permitted to tell 
these poor heathen of Christ, and the way of 
salvation. 

If we do not wholly mistake the indications 
of Providence, there are tokens for good to 
this people; and while we call on our friends 
and patrons to Unite with as in gratitude to 
our Kedeemer, they will not forget, that we 
need a helper, leader, counsellor,—one, who 
shall feed us with the bread of life. It is more 
than six months, since we sat under the sound 
of the preached Gospel; and it is with the 
keenest emotions we tell you, that we long, 
yea, even faint for the courts of our God.

Permit me to inform you, dear Sir, that we 
are much pleased with the kindness and be- 
nevolence of the king Reho-reho, and the king 
of Atooi, Tamoree, to the mission family so 
far. And we still hope that God, who is in 
glory, will abundantly reward these kings for 
the good, which they do to us. And may you 
and we ever be united in our prayers to the 
God of heaven at the throne of mercy, for 
the kings Reho-reho and Tamoree; so that 
they might be brought before the great Jeho- 
vah their Maker. Yea, I need that God 
would make these men good, that they may 
turn from their vanities. 

There is in me a strong hope for the pros- 
pects of usefulness, which open themselves be- 
fore me. May they cheer and raise your hope 
still higher, while you are in that Christian, 
favored land, and fill you with holy gratitade 
to him, who made the mankind. Aad O, 
may I have grace of the Lord Jesus, in order 
to improve every hour of my time to the ser- 
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vice of the living God; and to maintain holi- 
ness aud honesty of conduct, which shall re- 
com mend the blessed Gospel of Christ, that 
very Gospél, which I sincerely wish to pro- 
gla to my poorcountrymen. Truly Owhy- 
hee idols are nomore seen. They are all 
purved in the fire, except one; that is, a sing- 
ing god. { think there is nothing wanting im 
the Sandwich Islands, but to cail on the friends 
of Christ to take their sickles. 

Une thing more [ would really make known 
to you; that is, we three natives are wishful, 
and faithfully look to you for support. We 
need Very many articles of clothing in this 
country.

January 1, 1820. The conclusion of the 
old and commencement of the new year was 
distinguished by a sense of the forgiving love 
and comforting presence of our Lord and Sa- 
vior; and our confidence in him was strength- 
ened anew, that he will continue to lead us 
and our Hottentot congregation in the way of 
life eternal. 

Jan. 4. Brother Stein and his wife spoke 
with all the inhabitants individually. Old and 
young attended. 

The report which he made of the state of

dren and youth, there appeared mueh indif- 
ference and inattention to the concerns of 
their souls: we offered up fervent prayer, that 
the Lord would awaken them to a sense of 
their want and need of a Savior.

enabled to walk more worthy of their heaven- 
ly vocation. They described their former 
way of living, when they were ignorant and 
blind heathen, and led captive by satan at his 
will; and expressed their earnest desire to be 
truly converted to God, and to obtain the 
witness of the Holy Spirit in their bearts, that 
they were now clukdren of God, aud heirs of 
lite everlasting. 

Jan. 15. A communicant, Agnes Adams, 


| departed this life, in full reliance on the aner- 


cy and merits of our Savior. After her bap- 
tism, she deviated more than once, so as to 


_ make it necessary to exclude ber from the 
| meetings of the baptized; bat after her re-ad- 


mission, three years ago, she remained stead- 
ily looking to Jesus, the Author and Finisher

March 2. We spoke with all our com- 
municants: and rejoiced to find them, not 
only desirous of partaking of that holy ordi- 
nance; but that the death of Christ, which 
we thus commemorate, might produce in 
them more and more fruit, to the mortifying

_ of sin, and every disposition miiitating against 
the work of his Holy Spirit within them. 


March 15. We had a conversation with 
our chapel-servants and overseers, on mat- 
ters relating to the police; and chiefly on the 
unwillingness of some, to make restitution 
for the damage done to the fields and gar- 
dens, by their cattle straying into their neigh- 
bors’ grounds. This is a source of mueh un- 
easiness and contention; and the overseers 
have nosmall trouble on that account. We 
therefore agreed upon enforcing the rule, as 
the only means of making them more cautious; 
both in securing their premises, and watching 
ever their cattle. In the evening, the whole 
congregation was informed of the resolutions 


_ made; and exhorted, warned, and instructed, 
the adults was truly encouraging: many of | 


to be more careful in future, and to avoid cause 
for complaint; the necessity of a strict obsery- 
ance of the rule being obvious, for the benefit 
of every individual inhabiting Groenekloof. 
They promised obedience to the directions 
givea them. 

March 25—April1. We began the cele- 
bration of the Passion Week with prayer and 
supplication, that the Lord would anew im- 
press on our hearts a deep sense of our owing 
all our peace and salvation, in time and eter- 
nity, to his having borne our griefs and carried 
our sorrows; suffering the punishment due to 
our offences, that we might be delivered from 
the curse, and reconciled by the blood of his 
cross. He made it a season of great grace to us 
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and our people. ‘Maundy-Thursday and Good- 
Friday were distinguished days of blessing, on 


which we meditated with our wiiole hearts on |} 


his bitter passion and death. On the former 
day, at the celebration of the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper, eleven persons were present 
as candidates, six of whom are to be confirm- 
ed next month. 

Alprii 2 and 3. We celebrated the Resur- 
rection of our Lord, in the manuer usual in 
our church. He made it a day of great bless- 
ing to us and our people, and his peace and 
presence was felt in all our meetings. 

April 6. We spoke individually with all 
the candidates for baptism, new people, and 
children. This is done every quarter. We 
had much satisfaction with the adults; and 
perceived that the Holy Spirit leads them on 
to the knowledge of their need of a Savior, 
and to Jesus as the only deliverer from the 
power of sin and Satan. 

May 6. We had a blessed enjoyment of 
the Lord’s Supper, which had been postponed 
to this day, on account of some late visitors. 
Speaking with the communicants previous to 
it, we rejoiced to hear their declarations of 
faith in our Savior, and reliance on his merito- 
rious death and sufferings, which we com- 
memorate by this sacred ordinance; desiring 
more and more to shew forth the fruits 
thereof, made manifest in our walk and con- 
versation. 

“May 11. We celebrated the Ascension of 
our blessed Lord and Savior; and experienc- 
ed the fulfilment of his promise, that where 
two or three are assembled in his name, he 
will be in the midst of them to bless them. 
Even here, in this small congregation of be- 
lieving Hottentots, he is present, and his 
power, truth, and grace made manifest. 

May 21 and 22. We celebrated the Festi- 
val of Whitsuntide with blessing. Conscious 
of our many failings and undeservings, we en- 
treated the Lord, not to take his Holy Spirit 
from us: to whom we vowed new obedience, 
and faithful attention to his voice. 

May 25. The asual speaking with the 
communicants afforded us much pleasure and 
profit for our own souls, in observing how 
many of them grow in the knowledge aud love 
ofthe Lord Jesus Christ. 

June. The conversations with our com- 
municants, previous to the celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper, were in general much to our 
satisfaction and edification; but some, who had 
had a quarrel, which they could not settle 
among themselves, were told, that, with un- 
reconciled hearts they could not be admitted, 
for Except ye forgive men their trespusses, 
neither will your heavenly Father forgive 
you your trespusses.

EXERTIONS AND PROSPECTS WITH REFERENCE 
TO THE JEWS. 


Is our last number, p. 167, we promised to 
illustrate certain propositions there stated, in 
relation to God’s ancient people. In doing 
this, however, our limits constrain us to an

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omission of particulars, and to a brevity in 
our statements, hardly compatible with the 
object we have in view, which is,—to increase 
the interest of our readers in a people, “of 
whom, as concerning the flesh, Christ came, 
who is over all, God blessed for ever.” —For 
our facts, we are indebted to an abstract of 
the Report of the London Jews Society, con. 
tained in the London Missionary Register, 
which we abridge very consierably. 


Exertions of Christians on the Continen: 
of Earope. 


In Amsterdam, a Tract Society is laboring to 
diffuse hght among the Jews, who are here 
numerous, and have splendid synagogues. 
The Rev. A.S. Uhelwall is very active.—At 
Eiberfeld, in the Dutchy of Berg, an associa- 
tion has been formed with reference to the 
Jews. Mr.J.P. Diedrichs is warmly jpter- 
ested in their behalt; and persons, even tn the 
lower ranks of life, manifest much feeling for 
them.—At Wetzlar and Homburg, on the 
upper Rhine, some clergymen and laymen 
are active, and many tracts have been distrib- 
uted.—At Frankfurt-on-the-Mayne, a large 
city of Germany, and the permanent seat of 
the Germanic diet, Mr. Mare, a Jewish con- 
vert, and missionary of the London Jews So- 
ciety, labors assiduously, and extends his ex- 
ertions to other places. A Society has been 
formed, of which Mr. Senator Von Meyer, 
a sincere friend of the Jews, is president. Mr. 
Elsner of Berlin, in his attendauce at the fairs 
at Frankfort, distributes New Testameuts and 
tracts.—A society has been formed at Basle, 
in Switzerland, which is entering on its la- 
bors, by opening a correspondence with well 
inclined Jews, by circulating monthly papers, 
aud by establishing an institution for the edu- 
cation of Jewish children. ‘he Secretaries 
of this society remark,—“Iu several places 
Jewish parents are found, who, for their own 
persons, do not venture to make public pro- 
fession of Christianity; but do not obyect 
against, but rather wish, that their children 
might be instructed as Christians.”—In Saxe- 
Weimar, the Legation-Counsellor, Falke, a 
great and good man, was brought to the true 
knowledge of God, through the means of se- 
vere domestic losses. Berett, in the space of a 
single month, of four lovely children—he had 
no more!—this severe, but fatherly stroke, 
seemed to teach him this lesson, —**Thou hast 
been bereft of thy few children, that thou 
mightest become the father of a great mulu- 
tude!” He listened to the voiee of the rod, and 
“is, indeed,” as Mr. Friedenburg of Berlin 
reports of him, “at this moment, a father of 
no less than 300, which I have been so happy 
as to see gathered round him.”—At Leipsic, 
in Saxony, the chief persons in a missionary 
society formed there, have resolved to con- 
nect the Jewish cause with their objects. A 
considerable number of ‘Testaments and tracts 
have been distributed, during the fairs, among 
the multitudes of Jews, who then flock to 
Leipsic from all quarters.—At Berlin, the 
capital of the Prussian states, many Testa- 
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ments and tracts are circulated. Mr. Elsner, 
in three or four months at the close of last 
year, sent them to fifty correspondents 
throughout Germany, Poland, Bohemia, and 
the whole kingdom of Prussia; arid tnany of 
these correspondents were constrained to 
send for more. 


Disposition of Jews to receive Christian in- 
struction.

Mr. Diedrichs writes, in 1920:-—-By the 
events of the last year, when almost through. 
out the whole of Germany, tumultuary scenes 
against the Jews took place, many among 
them have been brought to serious thought 
and examination: they became attentive and 
uneasy; and were thereby led to read the 
Prophets, aud to converse about their eon- 
tents. 


He adds, in another letter:— 


Many Israelites begin now to give ear to 
the sound of the Gospel, especially amung the 
teachers of the youth: of whom it is generally 
reported, that they are searching and medit- 
ating; and, for the greater part, historically 
convinced that Jesus of Nazareth is the prom- 
ised Messiah.

Mr. Mare writes:— Many Christians are al- 
realy active, and their exertions are attended 


with a divine blessing. One of them invited | 


some Jews to his house, where he read to 
them the traet, *Call to the Jews.” Some 
of them had tears in their eyes; and when that 
gentleman had given them tracts, a Jew came 
to him, and confessed that all which he had 


heard and read was divine truth. Some days | 
atter, the same gentleman saw a great crowd | 


of Jews, both residing and travelling, assem- 
bled: as he is a magistrate, he thought it his 
duty to see what the matter was: he found 
that one sitting upon a large stone, was read- 
ing aloud one of the tracts. 

The cause, indeed, of the Jews is going on, 
more and more, toward maturity. [ make 
from time to time acquaintance with indi- 
viduals among them; and discover among the 
greater part, that their prejudices are on the 
decrease, and that they are desifous after a 
purer knowledge.

Concerning the Jews of this place, Mr.

Meny young respectable Jews called upon 
me; and you can searcely imagine with what 
attention they listened to my words, and with 
what madesty they put their questions to me:

morrow.” Several of them are truly con- 
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vinced, and have agreed to meet on stated 
days with some good Christians, to read the

listening to Ove who publicly read, or engaged

he received so many applications, that the

books, in which, as they e. pressed them. 
selves, it was Said that they mast be baptized, 
Notes were even received from respectable 
Jewish merchants in town, to ask for the com. 
_ munication of our pious tracts for the r fur. 
| ther conviction. 
By this time we Had said nothing to them 
| of the New Testament: but, having perceived 
| among them 4 real thirst after instruetion, 
we directed their attention toward that sq- 
| ered book. In a very few days I could have

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ed for payment. Many, especially vowng 
Jews, have been found reading it with rap- 
ture, rand loudly expressing their assent. 


Jastances of Jews recently embracing 
Christianity. 


We have room only to say, that these in- 
stances have happened at flamburgh, Amster- 
dam, Solingen (Berg.) Franktort, Esslingen, 
Wartziurg, Gotha (Saxony,) Leipsie, Ber- 
lin, and Breslau. In the last named place, 30 
families have been baptized; and many are 
ready to follow their example. We may ra- 
tionally conclude, that the instances of con- 
version in these several places, have excited 
much inquiry. 


Expectation of a National change among 
the Jews. 


The following are extracts from the Re- 
port:— 


Mr. Friedenberg mentions it as the opinion 
of some intelligent Jews, who affect them- 
selves to be neutral, that the next genera- 
tion of the Jews will all enter the Christian 
Church, and that the new synagogue is the 
gradual transition’ to it. A learned Jew con- 
tessed to Mr. Diedviehs, of Elberfeld, that he 
conceived the time when the Messiah should 
appear to be elapsed, and that many others 
ave of the same Opinion. The first of these 
opinions, it will be observed, is that of a mod- 
ern, free-thinking Jew, who does not care 
much about the matter: the latter is that of a 
more serious inquirer, but who is still under 
the power of Jadaical prejudices. 

‘The following is the view taken of the same 
important subject by a converted Jew, a man 
well qualified to form an estimate of the faet 
—the Joseph Bergmann mentioned in this 
Report. He thus expresses himself: ‘A 
general conversion of the Jews appears really 
to be very near at hand.” And what is the 
ground on which this learned Jew professes 
to rest his opinion? [tis one which the mem- 
bers of this Society will not hear without emo- 
tion: —“For,”’ says he, “the Lord has raised a 
spirit of compassion and love toward this so- 
long-time-neglected and oppressed people.” 
“Jt is not in one city,” he proceeds, “or one 
country only, that active eare is taken for 
their temporal and eternal happiness; but in 
mauy countries, nay, in different parts of the 
world.” Aod'then he specifies this Society, 
and the auxiliary societies of England and 
Scotland, and what is doing in the East Indies 
and in America. 


Two Jews, spoken of by Mr. Gortz of Kom- 
raw, said, on this subject,— 


We do not know what will happen. A gen- 
eral apprehension is gone abroad of something 
new: and thereis none who will tell us what it 
is. Our learned men tell us, the time cannot be 
distant, when the Jews will be relieved. But 
in what way?—That is a question to which 
they have no answer. 

1 feel myself now too weak*(says Mr. 
Mare) to relate a multitude of facts, which, 
put together, would form an important result; 
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but it is manifest that the cause isin a p 

sive state; many Jews see and confess jt, 
One of them said lately to me: “We sha 
soon have a great stir (a transition in a con. 
siderable number;) but I doubt that it will be 
to the profit of the world.” You see he is not 


pleased with the aspect, but that yet he jg 


forced to confess that such is the state of 
things. 

Mr. Von Meyer thus strongly confirms 
Mr. Mare’s testimony:— 

In every part, an interest in the Gospel is 
arising in the hearts of the Jews. In a short 
time we shall, by the grace of God, see grea} 
things. —There is a great stir and commotion 
among the children of Israel in the whole 
neighborhood, and the Lord prepares really 
an open door.

First Anniversary. 


Wits the Missionary Seminary at Basle, ou 
readers are already in some measure ac. 
quainted. They will recollect a letter from 
its venerable Superintendent, the Rev. The. 
ophilus Blumhardt, on p. 12th of our last vol- 
ume. The object of this institution in times 
past, has principally been to furnish missiona- 
ries for other societies. Recently, however, 
its friends and patrons have enlarged their 
plans, and embraced new objects:—they de- 
sign to establish and maintain missions them- 


‘selves; and if they have many such men 


among them as the Baron De Campacny, 
(whose two donations to the Board, it will be 
remembered, amount to $876,) they will ea- 
sily accomplish their object. 

They have instituted a Missionary Society; 
and have given it a name, which seems well 
to comport with its character. They call it, 
the Evangelical Missionary Society. Auxilis- 
ries have sprung up in Germany, Switzer 
land and France. 

This Society celebrated its first anniversary 
at Basle, on the 20th and 21st of June, 182). 
We find in the Missionary Register, the fol- 
lowing account of this celebration, in a letter 
from the Rev. Mr. Bhumbardt to the Rev. Ur. 
Steinkopff. 


On Wednesday morning the 20th of June. 
a public examination took place in our mis- 
sionary seminary. For want of rcom, only 
those of our friends who came from a consid- 
erable distanee could be accommodated. The 
students were examined in the principal doc- 
trines of the Christian faith, in Greek and 
Hebrew, in the Arabic of the Koran, and in 
English.

rise and satisfaction at the progress which 
they had made. 

in the afternoon, at three o’clock, our mis- 
sionary meeting began in St. Martin’s church. 
Persons flocked froin every quarter, and the 
chureh was quickly filled. After a very in- 
teresting discourse from the Rev. Mr. Von 
Brunn, on Rev. xiv, 6,7, Lread the Report 
containing a mass of cheering information re- 
speciing the work of the Lord, within the 
short period of the last six menths of our 
Missionary Society. The Rev. Mr. La Roche 
concluded the meeting with an affecting ap- 

eal to the assembly. 

On Thursday morning, a meeting for busi- 
ness was held at the mission house, which was 
attended by deputies from our auxiliary socie- 
ties at Schaffhaasen, St. Gall, Zurich, Tog- 
geuburg, Bern, Strasburg, Stutgard, Mezin- 
gen, Tubingen, and Tuttlingen. A great 
puraber of other friends were also present 
Afier several extracts had been read from the 
Socirty’s correspondence with the distant So- 
cicties of Nuremberg, Darmstadt, Barmen, 
and Bremen, the rules of our Soeiety, and the 
general plan of the missions, were submitted 
andapproved, anda vigorous co operation was 
promised. The Lord was evidently in the 
miist of us: not a dry eye was to be seen, and 
this delightful assembly broke up after the 
most ardent expressions of praise to God. 

In the afternoon, four of our brethren took 
leave, two of whom had been ordained by our 
Antistes only three days before. On this oc- 
casion, they were all furnished with Instruc- 
tions. Messrs. Werner and Lang proceed to 
Halle; and Messrs. Dieterich and Zaremba to 
Petersburg, and from thence to the Black 
Sea. This wasan afternoon which will not 
be forgotten by those present. An audience 
of more than 600 persons, clergy and laity, 
was assembled within and without the hall. 
After prayer, I gave them their instructions: 
my address was listened to with deep atten- 
tion; Messrs. Dieterich and Lang replying, 
in affecting farewell speeches, when the Rev. 
Mr. Von Brunn set them apart for the mis. 
sionary work with the laying on of hands. 
These were indeed times of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord, and we are all con- 
vinced that the most blessed fruits will follow: 
we already, indeed, witness them, in the in- 
creased approbation of our Society on the part 
of our government, the removal of many 
prejudices, a general interest excited among 
the inhabitants of our town, and the cheerful 
co-operation of our friends ia other places. 


The Report presented on this occasion, with 
other documents, in the German language, 
has lately been received in this country; and 
a friend has kindly forwarded to us a trans- 
lation of it. Our limits forbid its entire in- 
Sertion; but, as it has many recommenda- 
tions; as the relations between # rman and 
American Christians are increasiug in sum. 
ber and strength; and as the society in Swit- 
zerland, from its central situation, and from 
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friends and patrons, must, one day, rank high 
on the scale of instruments for <he moral 
renovation of the world;—we presume our 
readers wil! desire somewhat copious extracts. 
These we shall give, in this and some future 
number. 


After a sensible and somewhat lengthened 
introduction, in which a retrospect is taken of 
the past, and encouragements are drawn 
from the course of divine providence,—the 
Report proceeds: 


If we cast our eyes over the distant regions 
of the eurth, it must increase our joy aud 
thanksgiving to find, that several of our belov- 
ed young men,edueated in our Mission School, 
are already at work; some in the wide fields 
of heathen India; some, in the great harvest 
of the Asiatic isles; some, with the Gospel of 
Christ, are wandering over the desolate heaths 
of the Black Sea; and others are still dividing 
the wild floods of the Atlantic, trusting in the 
might and merey of God, and bearing, in 
earthen vessels, a grest treasure to the hea- 
then, who are anxtously waiting the appear- 
ance of the great God and our Savior Jesus 
Christ. 


State of the Alissionary School. 


Since our last Report, which appeared six 
months ago, our Mission School has, in its 
silent, unassuming manner, made great pro- 
gress. With the preparatory class, for which, 
at that time, provision had just been made, 
the desired commencement has since been 
effected. Thirteen pious young men, from 
various parts of Germany and Switzerland, 
have been received. After these young men 
had passed the requisite examination for our 
school, the members of the Committee had 
the pleasure and satisfaction, to receive them 
for a year’s probation, and to commence with 
them the elements of their preparatory edu- 
cation. Cutechetical Bible instruction, the 
Latin, Greek, and English languages, together 
with the general history cf the world, have 
beeu the principal objects of their attention, 
during the past months; while, at the same 
time, the peculiar talents of individuals have 


| received all necessary attention. e 


‘I’ wo months ago, the class of our more ade 
vaneed pupils, which consists of 18 members, 
entered upon the last half year of their resi- 
dence in our Mission School: and as the pe- 
riod of their separation approaches, feelings 
of a new and peculiar nature, in which are 
mingled increasing love and a kind of joyful 
sorrow, unavoidably press themselves upon 
their bearts and ours. 

During the appoiuted three years course of 
study, our beloved pupils have daily devoted 
from five to six hours to philological and theo- 
logical studies with the branches subsidiary to 
these; aud our Committee feel themselves 
coinpelled here publicly Loexpress their lively 
gratitude that, under the auspices of our be- 
loved government, and with the suppert of

been granted to our pupils of participating in 
the theological: instructions of the excel- 
lent University in this place, and of being per- 
mitted to enjoy the kind assiduities of its res. 
pected instructors and members. 


Here follows a catalogue of the 18 young 
men who had nearly completed their studies 
when this Report was published.—Eight of 
them were natives of Switzerland; six, were 
from Wurtemberg; three, from Saxony; and 


one from Russia. 


The subjects, to which these beloved breth- 
ren haye devoted their attention, during the | 


last half year of their course in our school, 
are the tollowing:—- 

1. Exegetico-practical lectures on the dif- 
ferent books of the Old and New Testaments, 
which are given both in the University and 
in our Institution. 

%. Christian morals. 

3. Missopary history of the Charch of 
Christ.

In addition to these studies, among which 
they have divided their daile employments, 
the young men have been favored, several 
times a week, with the edifving reflections of 
their venerable President, the Rev. Mr. Von 
Heaun, whieh has had a special reference to 
the life and oceupation of a missionary. 

Gar Com mittee feel sensibie, that much 
that is useful and desirable, still remains un- 
attained, and might be communicated to our 
friends now about to separate from us. Had 
it been of great moment to send out into the 
ignorant heathen world, young men who have 
passed through the long course of scientific ed- 
ueation, we should probably not have inducted 
these dear pupils of our Mission School into 
the holy missionary office so soon. But the 
increasing desire of heathen nations for pious 
«nd plain preachers of the Gospel, who have 
known from their own experiexce the love of 
the Lord; and the imperative necessity for 
missionary effort, which requires, in the com- 
missioned messengers of salvation, not so 
much distinguisied learning, as Christian 
wisdom, pious self-denial, sincere love, hurnil- 
ity, and unwearied acitvity, have excited in 
our breasts the hope, that the Lord, who calls 
them into his yinevard, will endow them 
with the necessary gifts of his Holy Spirit, 
and impart to them that ability which shall 
réndee them faithful witnesses of heavenly 
truth, and rich dispensers of his divine good- 
oess to the world. 


Importance of vital piety to Missionary 
efforts. 


We cannot too deeply impress upon our- 
selves and the pupils of our school, tbat our 
is specially consecrated to the 
cause of true vital piety. Every departure 
from this living principle, which may by itself 
iysure triumphant suceess, is a destructive in- 
vasion upon the missionary spirit, which ought 
to be deeply rooted in every heart, and must

Operations of the Board. 


The Managers have been enabled, by the 
Joan of $5''0 granted them for the purpose, 
to adopt the plan of stereotyping their prin- 
cipal tracts. Wath thts proceeding they have 
already found reason to be satisfied, as it pre- 
vents the necessity of keeping a large stock of 
publications on hand, or of issuing at One ume 
more than are immediately wanted. 

The whole number of tracts sold and dis- 
tributed the past year, is 131,351 English, 
7,150 French, and 5,350 Spanish —The whole 
number of tracts printed by the Society, since 
its formation, is 1,135,594, exclusive of acon- 
siderable number in the press. 

We are happy to observe, that 6,000 tracts, 
French and Spanish, were seut to the Presi- 
dent of Hayti; 3,00, in the Spanish language, 
to the Supreme Director of Chili; 50 to 
Lima, in Peru; and 600 to Cuba, aud the 
other isiands in the West Indies. 


NEW YORK FEMALF UNION SOCIETY FOR THE 
PROMOTION OF SABBATH SCHUOLS, 


Sixth Report. 
Tresixth anniversary of this society was cel- 
ebrated on the 2ith of April. The Rev. Dr. 


Milner, Rector of St. George’s Church, read 
an abstract of the aunusl Report, and the 


Rev. Mr. Summerfield delivered an appro- | 


priate address, after which a hymn was sung 
by the adult seholars.—The following notices 
from the abstract of the Report, will give 
some view of the good, which bas resulted 
from the labors of the society. 





Domestic Intelligence: —New York Religious Tract Society. 
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This society numbers forty schools: thirty. 
seven are in the city, and have sent in re. 
ports Togive the whole of these, or even 
all the interesting facts contained in them, 
would engross too much of the time allotted 
to the interesting exercises of this day, 
The Committee therefore, with the consent 
of the Superintendents, will proceed to give 
a brief summary of the guod which has been 
effected by means of this society during six 
years, that they have been permitted to labor 
in this part of the Lord’s vineyard. 

We cannot exactly state the number of 
teachers and scholars engaged in the schools 
since their commencement, but at present in 
those reported, there are 2,752 scholars under 
the immediate instruction of 478 teachers, 
andare regularly visited by a committee com- 
posed of about thirty members. Upwards of 
a thousand scholars have been brought from 
the alphabet, to read the word of God; anda 
much greater number from syllables to read- 
ing fluently: 33,772 chapters averaging thirty 
verses each, have been committed to memory, 
with divine songs, eatechisms, hymns and 
M’Dowell’s Questions innumerable. ‘The 
seed thus sown in faith has given evidence 
that it has been watered by the dews of di- 
vine grace, by 142 scholars making a public 
profession of religion. When a_ sufficient 
uumber of pious teachers have not offered, 
the services of those of serious deportmenut 
have been accepted; 193 of these, being in 
the way, the Lord hath led to lay hold on the 
hope set set before them in the Gospel, and 
sweetly toexperience the truth of the promise, 
that they that water shall themselves be wa- 
tered. Notaschool in this Union, but has 
experienced the sanctifying influences of the 
Holy Spirit, “converting the soul and making 
wise the simple,’’—twenty-four Reports of 
the present year, giving pleasing accounts of 
sinners being brought from darkness to light. 
Instances of strength of memory, and rapid 
improvement have been still more numerous. 

With few or no exceptions, stated meetings 
for prayer are held by the teachers; to many 
of these, the children and their parents are 
invited: nor are the bodies of the dear chil- 
dren forgotten; the naked are clothed by 
means of the various Doreas Societies, form- 
ed forthe purpose. Very many who were 
picked up in the streets, in rags and filth, are 
new filling respectable situations. The change 
produced not only on the Sabbath but on week 
days, must be obvious to all. 


PALESTINE MASONIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


‘Two societies, with this name, have lately 
been formed in Kentucky,—one at Louisville. 
the other at Russelvitle. The funds collected 
by these societies over their necessary ex- 
penses, are to be paid to the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, for 
the purpose of sending the Holy Seriptures to 
those countries, whence they were originally 
received, and particularly to Jerusalem. ‘The 
former society has already remitted to the 
Treasury $69, and the latter $5a—both of 
which donations were acknowledged in ouf 
last number.

CHRISTIAN CHARITY. 


| Tae following article is extracted from a 


judicious and well written discourse of the 
Rev. John Brown, of Biggar, North Britair, 
before the London Missionary Society, at 
their last anniversary. 


Principles for regulating Christian Charity. 


With regard to the measure of our pious 
contributions, it is difficult to lay down a gen- 
eral rule applicable to all eircumstances. It 
would obviously be absurd to fix on any pre- 
cise sum, as, in consequence of the inequality 
of property, that sum might be a very paltry 
donation from one, which would entirely ex- 
haust the resources of another. It were 
nearly as ridiculous to fix on any particular 
proportion of a person’s fortune or income, 
for to a man who has no capital, and whose 
regular income is litte more than sufficient to 
procure for himself and his family the neces- 
saries of life in that rank in which providence 
has placed him; the tenth, the twentieth, or 
even a much smaller proportion of his gains 








may be a much more liberal contribution than 


‘ the fifth, or even the balf of the income of the 
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wealthy incividual, whose possessions are ex- 
tensive, whose coffers are well filled, and who 


counts his revenue by thousands and tens of 


thousands, 

While there can be no doubt that a mind 
enlightened by Christian knowledge, and a 
heart enlarged by Christian generosity, are 
the best casuists in resolving questions with 
regard to the measure of our pecuniary con- 
triuutions to religious purposes; yet at the 
same time it may be useful to suggest a few 
hints respecting the principles, (for no doubt 
this, like every part of Christian duty, may be 
reduced to general principles,) which shovid 
regulate our conduct in this matter. From 
the circumstance of the tenth of the income 
of the Israelites being appropriated by express 
divine law to pious purposes, it is surely a fair 
conclusion, that among the middie and higher 
classes in all ordinary cases, Christizns should 
pot devote a less proportion of their worldly 
substance tothe service of God The liberal 
genius of the dispensation uuder which we 
live, manifested in rather fixing general prin- 
ciples than laying down particular rules, has 
certainly not produced in us its appropriate 
aud intended effeet, if it be used as a cloak for 
eur avarice, pleaded as an apology for our par- 
simony, insiead of being felt as an appeal to 
Christian honor—a stimulus to Christian lib- 
evality. 

Another means of arriving at something 
like a general prineiple for determining what 
constitutes a liberal donation in particular cir- 


cimstances is, reflection on the portion of our | 


substance which we expend on what may be 
termed ihe comforts, the luxuries, the super- 
fluities of life. How far it is consistent with 
Christian duty to sp¢nd any part of our prop- 
erty in what, strictly speaking, comes under 
the two last denominations, is a subject which 
deserves grave consideration by all who would 
live ‘tas ever in the grext Task-master’s 
eye;”* but the observation must, Ll think, car- 
ry with it intuitive conviction to every mind, 
that that person is not liberal in his pecuniary 
coutributions to religious purposes, who does 
not devote to this object more, much move 
than he does to what, even in the station he 
occupies, must be considered as luxuries and 
superfluities, and that the offering of a man, 
who devotes nothing to the cause of God and 
humanity, ull almost every demand of “the 
lust of the flesh, and the tust of the eye, and 
the pride of life,” be gratified, though econ- 
siderable in itself, partakes not at all of the 
nature of sacrifice. —1 appeal to the common 
sense, and to the couscience of my audience, 
if that person is not, in a religious point of 
view, criminally penurious, who, though he 
may not withhold the accustomed subserip- 
tion from religious institutions, can, without 
hesitation, expend on a single ornament for 


the person or the mansion, on an entertain. | 


ment or scheme of amusement, more money 

than the amount of his religious expenses for 
a whole year,

should be attended with a corresponding en-

ity is intended as a piece of Christian disci. 
pline; and hence it cannot be performed aright 
without a’ considerable share of thought and 
retlection. Whatever may be said in defence 
of accumulation generally, (and we appre- 
heud it will be no easy task, on Christian prin- 
ciples, to defend it,) that part of our income 
which shoukl be appropriated to religious 
purposes, and which should be enlarged ac. 
cording to the increase of our gains, ought 


certainly not to be allowed to aceumulate, 


‘here is abundance of room for its useful em- 
ployment; and how can we expect the bless- 
ing of God on our increased fortune, if we do 
not express our gratitude in the way of his 
appointment? 

Un few subjects co the majority of the pro- 
fessors of Christianity need more to have 
their opinions, as well as their conduct, recti- 


‘fied, than on that now under consideration, 
The sums of money raised in this country for 


religious purposes, when taken collectively, 
are, no doubt, very considerable, and, com- 
pared with what thirty years ago were devot- 
ed to such objects, are astonishingly great; 
and there are net wanting in every rank of 
society a few illustrious examples of Christian 
liberality, who, *‘to their power, and beyond 
their power,”? 2 Cor. viii, 3, have made sacri- 
fices of their property; yet still, to a person 
who will allow himself to reflect and calculate, 
it must be obvious that the collective sum is 
very small in comparison of what it might be, 
and what it ought to be—that many who 
ought to g@ve, give nothing—and that a great 
majority of those who do give, do uot by any 
means give with a due liberality.
